later to the chief executive, He 
tentatively planned a report to the 
nation, Including: a review of rela­ 
tions with Russia, for tomorrow 
evening.

Byrnes may decide to devote his 
energies hereafter to the big four 
foreign ministers councils, where 
basic decisions are made, and dele­ 
gate one of his top sides as the 
nation’s on-the-spot spokesman at 
full-dress

Byrnes is now past 67 years of age 
and has worked for months in of­ 
ten embittered, around-the-clock 
negotiations. This, they said, is a 
tough program for even a much 
younger man.

On the contrary it was pointed 
out that he return! with his posi­ 
tion considerably bolstered by the 
resignation from the cabinet of 
hia sharpest critic, former com­ 
merce secretary Henry A. Wallace.

Pork chops, beef steaks, and 
roasts may reach Circleville dinner 
tablet by Sunday. 
Unprecedented dumping of live­ 
stock on the market caused tempo­ 
rary auspenslon of buying Thurs­ 
day at the yards of the Pickaway 
livestock Cooperative Association 
in Circleville and at stockyards 
throughout the nation. The yards 
were literally flooded. 
The Circleville yards experienc­ 
es! Wednesday one of the lienviest 
days since the end of hostilities in 
World W’ar II and officials said 
the clerical staffs of the Pickaway 
Livestock Cooperative Association 
and the Pickaway County Farm 
Bureau toiled until after 9 p. rn. 
Wednesday to tabulate the results 
of the weekly livestock auction 
sale. 
Sales totaled 2,016 head as com­ 
pared with 646 a week ago A fea 
ture of the situation was that re 
ceipts of boga were 996 head as 
against only 109 last week. 
With the reappearance of pork 
and beef In retail food markets 
the prices of poultry are expected 
to decline sharply, and the predic 
tion also has been made that but­ 
ter, cream, eggs, oleomargarine 
and lard also will noon become 
more 
plentiful —- and st 
lower 
prices.

MANY people hav« th* idea 
that the problem of getting and 
keeping good teeth has been en­ 
tirely aolved, but this is by no 
means true. We do know about 
certain things that may help in 
preventing tooth decay and we 
realise the importance of a well­ 
balanced diet for the mother-to- 
be in order to help assure that her 
child will have strong teeth. But 
once the teeth have formed, the 
use of a well-balanced diet, con­ 
taining plenty of fresh fruits and 
vegetables and even large doses of 
vitamins, will not keep tooth decay 
from occurring. 
When Enamel Breaks Down 
Tooth decay results from n 
breaking down of the enamel 
covering of the teeth. Once this 
has happened, the process appar­ 
ently is not influenced in any way 
by the nature of the foods which 
a person digests, or by any of the 
substances taken up by the blood 
from the intestines. 
Recent studies have disproved 
the idea that caries, or tooth decay, 
can either be produced or pre­ 
vented by changing the kind of 
foods, vitamins or minerals a per­ 
son gets. The vitamins which were 
thought to have some special effect 
in preventing tooth decay were 
vitamins A, C and D. But the giv­ 
ing of vitamin A will not affect 


existing tooth decay nor can vita­ 
min C either control or stop caries. 
Even though children, during the 
laaf 26 years, have taken vitamin 
D to a greater extent than ever 
before, there has been no apprecia­ 
ble decrease in the amount of 
caries. 
Most investigators agree on one 
point about tooth decay. If people 
eat excessive amount! of starchy 
foods and sugars which ferment in 
the mouth, it is likely that th# 
progress of tooth decay will be 
speeded up. On th* other hand, re­ 
ducing the amount of these foods 
may tend to reduce or even to 
stop the progress of tooth decay. 
Visit the Dentist 
What, then, are the things 
which can be done in order to keep 
the teeth strong and sound? First 
of all, make regular visits to the 
dentist. He can discover decay 
when it first starts and, by filling 
the decayed spot, can keep the con­ 
dition from progressing. He can 
also make sure that the teeth meet 
evenly so that unusual pressure ii 
not put on certain of the teeth. 
Keeping the teeth clean will not 
necessarily prevent tooth decay, 
but regular brushing may be help­ 
ful. And, of course, the pregnant 
woman should make sure that her 
diet contains a sufficient amount 
of all the necessary foods so that 
her child will have the best possi­ 
ble chance of having good teeth. *
